To do good, and to communicate forget 
not; for with ſuch ſacrifices God 1s 
well pleaſed. 


F all occaſions, upon which men aſſem- 
ble themſelves together for the worſhip 
TI and honor of Almighty God, the occa- 
ſion of this our ſolemn meeting is of a nature 
moſt grateful to him. And I nothing doubt, 
that his all-ſeeing Eye, that beholds all things 
both in Heaven and Earth, looks down, from 
his Throne above, on this preſent Aſſembly with 
a moſt favourable regard, and peculiar approba- 
tion, For we are come together not merely to 
exerciſe the means of religion, but to perform the 

main end thereof: not to offer unto God the Sa- 
_  crificeof our lips alone, verbal praiſes and thanks- 

givings ; but to honor him with more ſubſtantial 
honor, by a free-will offering of ſome portion of 
our 


(2) 
our goods: not to hear his Word only, but to 
do it, to do the greateſt of all his Command- 
ments; namely, ſhewing mercy to our poor 
brethren. 

LiBERaliTY and mercy to thoſe who ſtand in 
need, is that Sacrifice, to which God gives ſo 
great a preference; that all other Sacrifices, in 
compariſon thereto, are pronounced to be of ſmall 
eſteem in his fight. This is moſt emphatically 
declared in numberleſs paſſages of the Old Teſta- 
ment. I defired mercy, ſaith he by the mouth 
of his prophet Hoſea, and not ſacrifice. The pro- 
phet M:cah alſo inquiring by what means he may 
render himſelf acceptable to God, thus reſolves 
the queition : V herewith ſhall I come before the 
Lord, and bow myſelf before the High God? Shall 
I came before him with burnt-offerings, and with 
calves of a year old? Will the Lord be pleaſed 
with thouſands of rams, and with ten thouſands of 
rivers of oil? No. But he hath ſbewed thee, O 
man, what is good. And what doth the Lord re- 
quire of thee, but to do juſtly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God? To what pur- 
poſe is the multitude of your ſacrifices unto me, 
ſaith the Lord in 1/aiah ? Bring no more vain ob 
lations. Incenſe is an abomination unto me. Ceaſe 
to do evil; learn to do well, Seek judgment, Re- 
 lieve the oppreſſed. Judge the fatherleſs, plead fer 
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the widow. By virtue of ſuch as of mercy and 
compaſſion, 7hozegh your firs be as ſcarlet, they 
ſhall be as white as wool, I hus acts of mercy and 
bounty, even under a religion of rites and cere- 
monies, were a better propitiation of God, and a 
more effectual atonement of fin, than all the ſa- 
_ crifices of the temple-worſhip. 

Bur what ſhall we ſay of chriſtian exerciſes of 
devotion ? What ſtreſs may be Jaid on them, if 
un-accompanicd with charity, or in compariſon 
with it ? Chriſtian devotion is indeed of a quite 
different nature, and far more excellent than the 
ritual worſhip of the Jews: It is a reaſonable and 
ſpiritual ſervice, conſiſting not in the {laughter 
of beaſts, and burning of incenſe ; but in the in- 
ternal acts of the mind, in prayers, in thanks- 
givings, in reading and meditating on the word 
of God, in the ſolemn dedication of ourſelves to 
be his faithful ſervants and diſciples. Neverthe- 


leſs, even chriſtian devotion, though ſo refined 


and ſpiritual; the moſt ardent prayers, the 
warmeſt extaſies and raptures, hallelujahs, hymns 
and pſalms, though the indiſpenſable duties, and 
moſt delighttul employments of holy angels and 
good men; yeteven theſe ſpiritual performances 
are not well- pleaſing to God merely for their 
own ſakes; are of little worth in compariſon with 
charity; without it are of no value at all; nay 
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oftentimes are an abomination to the Lord. Our 
Saviour accordingly hath aſſured us, that a cup 
of cold water given to a poor brother for his ſake, 


ſhall in no wiſe loſe its reward, And on the other 


hand, he hath denounced the heavieſt vengeance 
on unmerciful devotces, notwithſtanding their 
endleſs prayers and repeated faſtings. 

Nos let any one imagine that chriſtian devo- 
tion is debaſed, or undervalued, in being poſt- 
poned to chriſtian charity. For charity is the 
darling and diſtinguiſhing doctrine of Chriſt our 
Lord ; is the ſovereign grace of which human 
nature is capable ; and the ſcope of all religion. 
Charity actuates and characteriſes the holy angels 
and bleſſed ſpirits of Heaven, and ſhines the 
brighteſt and moſt amiable of the Divine Attri- 
butes. Without it all the moſt ſplendid quali- 
ties and endowments, the eloquence of men and 
angels, the ſpirit of prophecy, the underſtanding 
of myſteries, all knowledge, faith and hope are, 
faith St. Paul, altogether unprofitable, and no- 
thing worth in the ſight of God. Charity is the 
beſt temper of the human mind ; acts of bounty 
and mercy, which are the genuine fruits thereof, 
are the beſt of all human actions. Charity then, 
in chriſtian eſteem, is far pre-eminent above all 
acts of devotion and religious worſhip what- 
ever.

X I 
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AND indeed it is chiefly for the advancement 
of charity, that religious exerciſes are enjoined ; 
not for the benefit of God, but of man; that 
his worſhippers may be diſpoſed to imitate the 
object of their worſhip, and become merciful, as 
he is merciful, Love of our neighbour is the 
end of religion; devotion the means to that end; 
an indiſpenſable indeed and neceſſary means, 
without which the end cannot be obtained. For 
piety to God is the fountain of all goodneſs in 
man. But as a fountain ceaſing to pour forth 
water, is no longer a fountain; ſo piety, from 
which no goodnels is derived, ceaſes to be piety. 
Goodneſs is the natural and neceſſary fruit of true 
devotion; the devotion, that produces not this 
fruit, is falſe and counterfeit. 

To rely merely on the performance of religi- 
ous duties, which are but the means, as if they 
were indeed the ultimate end of religion, is a 
miſtake quite oppoſite to chriſtianity, and molt 
pernicious to the peace and good order of the 
world. An entire reliance on ſuch performances 
doth in effect at once abrogate and annull all the 
moral precepts of the goſpel, ſubſtituting devo- 
tion as alone ſufficient without obedience to them: 
it tends to the ſubverſion of human ſocicty, as it 
gives a licence and indulgence to all ſorts of 
wickedneſs, making a formal piety an eaſy atone- 

ment 
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zent ſor offences. This pernicious error hath 
ſometimes been entertained and deicnded as an 
avowed opinion; and now, and at all times is 
and hath been very common in practice. Men 
wiſh to indulge their vitious, unjuſt, and cruel 
inclinations, appetites and paſſions; yet would 
gladly paſs upon themſelves and others for pious 
and religious. For this purpoſe, formalities are 
obſerved, realities ſuperſeded ; devotion and ini- 
quity form a monſtrous valen in the fame per- 
{ons; who dare to lift up to God their polluted, 
rapacious, or bloody hands. Witneſs the Phari- 
ſees of old. And many there are, who may be 
obſerved to be ſcrupulouſly ſtrict and exact in all 
religious offices, who are moſt backward to do 
any good office to their neighbour ; who tithing 
mint and cummin neglect the weightier matters 
of the law, juſtice, judgment and truth. I heſe 
ſhould be done, and the other not left undone; 
but mere acts of devotion, abſtracted from mo- 
ral obedience, carry not in them the ſavour of 
ſalvation. Againſt this fatal deluſion, to which 
human nature 1s exceedingly prone, our Saviour 
and his apoſtles have again and again forewarned 
us, teaching, that to love God is to keep his com- 
mandments ; that if we love him, we muſt love 
our neighbour alſo ; that not he that ſaith unto 
him, Lord, Lord, ſhall enter into the _— 
0 


4 
of heaven, but he that doeth the will of his Fa- 
ther who is in Heaven. 

Tuns charity appears to be both the main 
doctrine of the Jewiſh Prophets, and the very 
life and foul of Chriſtianity. 

Bur the law of mercy is not only preſcribed in 
the revealed will of God; it is otherwiſe taught 
with the greateſt clearneſs and evidence. For it 
is a law of more ancient date, than revelation it- 


ſelf ; old as human nature: written in our hearts, 


and interwoven in our frame and temper ; ſo that 
we often feel it, impelling us to acts of mercy, 
with the importunity and force of a natural ap- 
petite, or inſtinct. It is a law, which we have 
(if I may ſo ſpeak) a ſtrong temptation within us 
to obey; and which we cannot reſiſt, without an 
impious ſelf-denial. We naturally ſympathize 
with the unfortunate. If we do but read cala- 
mities that befel in times paſt, we feel our ſpirits 


oppreſt with heavineſs. If we but ſee the repre- 


ſentation of fictitious diſtreſſes; even imaginary 
woes move real ſorrow in our breaſts. But ſad 
objects of preſent and real miſery who can look 


upon, without a moſt ſenfible pain, and paſſion- 


ate defire of aftording relief? This painful com- 
paſſion the gracious Author of our nature im- 
planted in the human heart, for the common be- 
ncht of mankind, that every one, even for his 

K own 
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own eaſe, might haſten to aſſiſt another in aMic- 
tion. Other virtues, enjoined by the law of God 
or reaſon, are repugnant to our corporeal appe- 
tites and paſſions ; which mult be ſuppreſt, be- 
tore they can be practiſed. But mercy 1s not only 
agreeable to the dictates of God and of our own 
minds; but hath this peculiar privilege, that we 
have a conſtitutional and ſenſitive incitement to 
it within our very bowels; ſo that in yielding 
relief to affliction, we indulge a natural inclina- 
tion and inſtin& ; in with-holding it, we thwart 
our nature. In reſpect therefore to this our na- 
tural temperament, what the wiſe Man fays, 3s 
literally true, that che merciful man doeth gaod to 
his own ſoul; but he that is cruel troubleth his own 
2 3 
Bur acts of mercy are not only delightful, as 
a preſent indulgence of a ſtrong natural inclina- 


tion; but the conſciouſneſs of having done them 
remains in the mind, as a perpetual fountain of 


joy. The remembrance of them is ever ſweet 


and pleaſant, producing ſatisfaction of conſci- 
-ence, and diffuſing over the ſoul an inexpreſſible 
tranquillity and complacence, far more exquiſite 


and intimate, than any pleaſure that can be pur- 


chaſed with ſilver and gold. 


In fine, benevolence is that diſpoſition, which 
not only conſtitutes the perfection of the human 
a: ſoul ; 


1 


ſoul; but determines alſo the rank and order of 
every being throughout the whole compals of na- 
ture. The firſt and greateſt exiſtence, whoſe 
immenſe bounty produced all things out of no- 
thing, is eſſentially and infinitely good; optimus 
maximus; and therefore greateſt becauſe beſt. 
The holy angels, the higheſt and moſt excellent 
of creatures, are alſo the moſt benevolent, and 
beneficent. They delight in the good of men, 
and are employed in protecting and aſſiſting them. 
Next to the angelical in order and dignity comes 
human nature, endowed likewiſe with ſtrong 
propenſities to mercy and goodneſs. By theſe 
affections it is, that man is allied to the inhabi- 
tants of Heaven, and reſembles the God who 
made him. By theſe he holds his rank in the 
creation, and retains humanity, being thereby 
fitted for ſociety ; for ſociety ſuppoſes mutual 
good-will, and cannot ſubſiſt without it. I heſe 
affections extinct, man deſcends from his natural 
ſtation to the degree of beaſts, or of tends. From 
ſociable he becomes a ſolitary individual, cut off 
by ſelfiſhneſs from the body of mankind. Thus 
the moſt excellent beings molt excel in goodneſs, 
which is alſo the characteriſtic of human nature 
in general, 
And if we compare particular perſons one with 
another, who are thoſe that are the moſt eſteem- 
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ed, and moſt beloved of men? Who is moſt dear 
to his friends and acquaintance? The courteous 


and good-natured. Who to his family and rela- 
tions? The tender-hearted, indulgent and liberal. 
Who to his neighbours? He, who is moſt ready 
to do good offices, and to ſhew kindneſs. Who 
to the whole body of his countrymen ? He, who 
is thought to be no leſs ſtudious of public good, 
than of private intereſt. Laſtly, Who is the fa- 
vourite of mankind in general, Deliciæ humani 
generis? The man, whoſe bounty, not confined 
to acquaintance, friendſhip, relation, neighbour- 
hood or country, extends itſelf to all ſorts of per- 
ſons in need, who come within his reach ; not 
ſparingly diſpenſed according to certain rates and 
calculations; not according to common cuſtom 
and example, or the wary reſpects and reſtraints 
of vulgar prudence; but pouring forth itſelf 
freely and liberally, according to the native ge- 
neroſity, according to the firſt warm motions, 
and genuine unſuppreſſed ſentiments of a large 
and a compaſſionate heart. Theſe are the qua- 
lities and actions, that irreſiſtibly ſeize and poſ- 
{cls the hearts of mankind. For as benevolent 
affection is the root of all virtue, and of all na- 
tural pre-eminence; ſo beneficence in outward 
action, is the ground of all love and eſteem among 
men, . 

FROM 
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From the whole which hath bcen ſaid, it may 
appear, that as charity is the principal doctrine 
of the ancient prophets, and eſpecially of our 
Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt ; fo it is likewiſe 
the dictate of reaſon, and ſuggeſtion of our own 
bowels ; the brighteſt among the Divine Attri- 
butes, and the diſtinguiſhing quality of the no- 
bleſt creatures of God, 

Now this excellent gift of charity was im- 
planted in our nature, and the practice thereof 
is ſo ſtrictly enjoined in the divine law, for this 
reaſon it ſeems, becauſe it is a virtue moſt neceſ- 
fary, and moſt beneficial in the preſent condition 
of mankind. It was given to ſoothe, to ſoften, 
to aſſiſt, and to relieve the various diſtreſſes and 
calamities incident to this mortal ſtate. The ways 
of exerciſing it conſequently are as numerous, 
as are the evils of human lite. But among the 
reſt, one ſpecial and principal object thereof is 
poverty. Now poverty, as well as riches, hath 
ſeveral degrees. The poor man retaining health 
and ſtrength, though his life be laborious, yet 
makes ſhift by daily drudgery to earn where- 
withal to recruit his exhauſted force, and to en- 
able him to undergo the repeated toil of every 
ſucceeding day. Nevertheleſs, in this his beſt 
ſtate, he merits pity and occafional aſſiſtance from 
the bounty of his rich neighbour, that he may 
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find leiſure to unbend his nerves a- while, leſt 
being kept in a continual ſtrain they loſe their 
ſpring and tone. It is alſo in itſelf a thing moſt 
fit and juſt, that every man ſhould ſometimes 
taſte of eaſe, and enjoy ſome ſhort interval of 
reſt from labor. However, the poor in health, 
though pitiable, have in themſelves the means 
of ſubſiſtence. Theſe therefore are not the ob- 
jets recommended to your compaſſion. It is 


not ſimple poverty that now implores your re- 


relief; but poverty moſt impoveriſhed ; poverty 


ſtript and deſpoiled of all its dependence, of 


ſtrength of body; the ſole fund, whence it draws 


its whole ſupply. When that is loſt by ſickneſs, 
together with it is loſt to the poor man his whole 
revenue, his whole ſtore, his whole livelihood. 
Behold him then reduced to the extreme line of 
human miſery, to which nothing can be added ; 
no, not in imagination. For what can be ima- 
gined more or worſe, than the complicated evils 
of ſickneſs, pain and indigence ; together with 
the terror of death advancing on him, doubly 


armed with diſtemper and with famine ? 


Fon the relief and preſervation of this moſt 
helpleſs and deſtitute fort, the diſeaſed poor, the 
Lonpon Hoseir AL is deſtined and appropriated ; 
a work worthy of all praiſe and all encourage- 


ment. This laudable and pious inſtitution, in 


the 


i 
the name and on the behalf of your moſt afflicted 
fellow · creatures, calls for and implores your 
bounty, both for ſupport, and for completion. 
On private piety and charity it relics for ſupport; 
and from the ſame fund it muſt, if ever, receive 
its completion; a completion much to be wiſh- 
ed, both for the nature of the inſtitution, and 
the need there is thereof, and allo for the ſake 
of the name it bears. The liberality of this na- 
tion, and particularly of this opulent city, hav- 
ing often extended to remote regions, to foreign- 
ers, and to enemies ; it ſeems a matter of ſome 
pauſe, of ſome queſtion and admiration, that a 
charitable building, called The LoN DON Hoset- 
TAL, cloſe to your gates, and a receptacle for 
your own poor, ſhould be begun, and left unfi- 
niſhed and incomplete; as if there were a defect 
of bounty or ability among us, or as if our affec- 
tion were too much transferred to other more 
diſtant objects. I repine not at your liberality to 
ſtrangers. It is a thing good in itſelf, and ho- 
norable to the nation; yet I cannot but regret; 
and queſtion within myſelf, how it hath fallen 
out, that ſo good, ſo ncedful a work ſhould re- 
main unfiniſhed at home, at your doors, and be- 
fore your eyes; eſpecially as both charity and 
wiſdom tel! us, that the general good of mankind 
is then belt provided for, when thoſe, who ſtand 
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neareſt in relation, are conſidered as the firſt and 
molt rightful objects of our bounty. | 
Tris excellent work was undertaken not out 
vanity and oſtentation, but from mere neceſſity, 
and from a principle of compaſſion toward the 
ſick and diſeaſed poor; whom the firſt promo- 
ters thereof ſaw and knew to be daily periſhing, 
for want of neceſſary care and aſſiſtance. The 
ſame neceſlity that gave it birth, requires the 
ſupport and completion of it ; and will ever con- 
tinue to require the ſame, ſo long as this city ſhall 
maintain its preſent ſplendor and opulence. For 
in whatever place many wealthy traders are col- 
lected together, in the ſame place there ever is 
found a proportionable number of poor, the ne- 
ceſſary inſtruments and agents of the former. 
Noble foundations of the ſame nature with this 
were eſtabliſhed by the munificence of former ge- 
nerations, adequate probably in thoſe days, but 
now certainly very unequal to the neceſſities of 
the poor ſo much increated in our times. Since 
thoſe ancient foundations were laid, the face of 
things is quite changed among us. Commerce 
enlarged beyond meaſure ; with commerce the 
number of inhabitants, and conſequently of the 
poor proportionably augmented. By this change 
of things, the old foundations are rendered in- 
ſufficient, and new auxiliary inſtitutions become 
neceſſary. 
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neceſſary. For unleſs increaſe of charity keep 
pace with increaſe of wealth; the condition of 
the poor, their number multiplicd, the proviſion 
for them not enlarged, will be made worſe by 
that proſperity, which is principally derived from 
their labor and induſtry. How hard, how unjuſt 
a caſe were this? Hence it is, from an increaſe 
of poor inſeparable from an increaſe of wealth, 
that many houſes of charity have been erected in 
our days. Hence this pious and neceſſary inſti- 
tution, that now requeſts your charity, derived 
= origin. 

Nox is it on account of charity alone, that re- 
lief ought to be yielded to the diſabled poor. It 
is due to them in juſtice, as a recompence of their 
ſervices. That the induſtrious poor are the 
ſtrength and wealth of a nation, is an allowed 
maxim ; the truth whereof is moſt evident. For 
who compoſe your armies, and man your fleets ? 
Who cultivate your lands, and make them fruit- 
ful? Who are the inſtruments of the merchants 
gain? The manufacturer, the artificer, the ſea- 
man, the labourer. Ceaſe their labor, where is 
your ſtrength and defence ? Where the fruits of 
your lands? Where your trade and trafhck ? 
Their aid withdrawn, commerce is at a ſtand, 
Your ſhips mult rot in harbour. Adicu to our 
wealth, our pomp and luxury. Bchold the ſcene 
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of this rich, buſy, populous city, ſuddenly changed 
to desolate ſtillneſs, and ſordid poverty. The 
induſtry of the laborious poor being then ſo many 
ways beneficial, and procuring great riches to 
others, though but a ſcanty preſent ſubſiſtence 
for themſelves; when theſe inſtruments of pro- 
ſperity happen by ſickneſs or any unfortunate ac- 
cident to be diſabled ; does not juſtice call aloud 
upon thoſe, who reaped the main profit of their 
labor while they could work, to afford them 
needful relief when they can do no more ? 

Every petty pariſh in the kingdom is by law 
obliged to ſuſtain, in ſome ſort, its own poor. 
How much more is it in juſtice anti in honor in- 
cumbent, upon a place flowing with wealth and 
luxury, to provide liberally for the diſtempered 
and broken poor, out of that abundance which 
is derived from their labor ? 

Tur poor inhabitants are the houſhold, the fa- 
mily, the ſervants of the city; and, as ſuch, have, 
in their diſtreſs, a rightful claim to relief and aſ- 
ſiſtance. 

NumMBERLEssS are the motives to the a 
requeſted of you; the time would fail me to re- 
count them. But, inſtead of all other argu- 
ments, were the vaſt multitude of ſick, maim- 
ed, wounded, disjointed poor collected together 
in one place, and expoſed before your eyes in 

| open 
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open view ; ſo fad a ſpeQacle of various miſery 
would plead their cauſe with a power, which it is 
not in human nature to reſiſt. The moſt gripin 
avarice, the moſt contracted and hardened ſelfi ſh- 
neſs would feel the heart within melting with 
compaſſion, and the hand unclenched, involun- 
tarily opening, and reached out to their relief. 
This miſerable multitude, though removed from 
your ſight, view ye with the eyes of your mind. 
Conſider their number, exceeding the capacity 
of all houſes of relief. Paint in your imagina- 
tions lively. pictures of their ſufferings and their 
woes; of their pains of body and anguiſh of 
mind; of their deſtitute and forlorn condition. 
Then reflect, who and what they and you are. 
Fellow- creatures, fellow- chriſtians, fellow-citi- 
zens. 

To theſe conſiderations and reflections I refer 
you, adding only in concluſion, that whoever is 
diſpoſed to relieve this unhappy multitude, can 
in no way better execute ſuch good purpoſe, than 
by contributing to the ſuppe: t and completion 
of the London HoseiTar ; an inſtitution pro- 
tected by the Higheſt; counten nced by the No- 
bleſt, managed with fidelity and care by many 
worthy and good Men of great wildon and ex- 
perience ; eſtabliſhed on the wile lt miles ; fur- 


niſhed with the ableſt help; 3 where allo mo Jeſty, 
D decency,

_ decency, and ſobriety of behaviour is ſtrictly re- 
quired and maintained; tending to improve 
the morals of the patients, while their bodies are 
reſtoring to health and ſtrength. May therefore 
that merciful God, who is the common Father 
of all, but ſpecial Friend and Patron of the poor, 
ſo influence, by his Holy Spirit, the hearts of the 
rich; that by a liberal and common contribu- 
tion, this pious, uſeful and neceſſary inſtitution 
may be maintained, and perfected, to the glory 
of God, to the relief of his afflicted creatures, 


and to the ſpecial honor of this great and weal- 
thy city.

General Abſtract of Receipts and Payments from the firſt Inſtitution of the Hos PpITAT, vis.
